Fined  $20  and  costs,  amounting  to  $60.43  ;  total,  $80.43. 

United  States  v.  Northern  Pacific  Railway  Co.  :  Suit  to  cancel  rail¬ 
road’s  patent,  Gallatin  National  Forest.  Indemnity  selection  lands  in 
Gallatin  National  Forest.  Complaint  filed  by  United  States  attorney 
June,  1915. 

United  States  v.  A.  C.  B.  Pardoe  :  Property  trespass,  criminal,  Flat- 
head  National  Forest.  Complaint  filed  under  State  law.  Defendant 
sentenced  to  serve  60  days  in  county  jail  at  Kalispell,  Mont. 

United  States  v.  Romney,  Sanderson,  et  al.  :  Property  trespass,  crim¬ 
inal,  Absaroka  National  Forest.  Theft  of  Government  property  from 
ranger  station.  Case  presented  to  Federal  grand  jury  at  Helena  June 
17,  1915.  Jury  failed  to  return  a  true  bill.

United  States  v.  Cyrus  Marsteller :  Grazing  trespass,  Coronado  Na¬ 
tional  Forest.

United  States  v.  Saunders,  Grand  Canyon  Cattle  Co.,  et  al. :  Can¬ 
cellation  of  patents.  On  April  28,  1915,  a  decision  was  handed  down 
by  Judge  Sawtelle,  of  the  United  States  district  court  for  Arizona, 
holding  that,  while  the  Government  had  made  out  a  case  showing  fraud 
in  obtaining  patents  covering  certain  water  holes  and  watering  places 
in  and  adjacent  to  the  Ivaibab  National  Forest  under  the  guise  of 
mineral  claims,  the  company  was  an  innocent  purchaser  for  value,  and 
he  ordered  a  decree  entered  for  the  defendant.  The  case  is  under  con¬ 
sideration  with  a  view  to  taking  an  appeal.

United  States  v.  Walter  B.  Davidson :  Property  trespass,  Oregon 
National  Forest.  On  May  28  the  Federal  grand  jury  of  Portland,  Oreg., 
returned  an  indictment  against  defendant,  under  section  60  of  the 
Penal  Code,  for  cutting  a  Forest  Service  telephone  line.  Defendant 
^pleaded  guilty. 

United  States  v.  S.  G.  McCubbin  :  Grazing  trespass,  Wallowa  National 
Forest.  Settled  by  payment  of  $10.75  actual  damage,  costs  $37.45, 
total  $48.20. 
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OPERATION. 

Development  of  New  Equipment — 

A  plan  has  been  inaugurated  whereby  the  supply  depot  at  Ogden, 
Utah,  will  be  made  a  clearing  house  for  information  regarding  experi¬ 
ments,  conducted  throughout  the  Service,  with  new  features  in  the  way 
of  fire-fighting  devices  and  equipment  for  other  purposes.  This  scheme, 
of  which  details  will  be  issued  by  the  district  foresters,  is  expected  to 
promote  progress  and  at  the  same  time  prevent  duplication  of  work 
along  any  given  line. 

Property  Secured  by  Purchase — 

The  Forester  has  approved  the  following  changes  in  the  Manual, 
effective  July  15,  so  as  to  enable  the  property  auditor  to  check  non-  ' 
expendable  property  on  Form  939c  : 

On  page  28-A,  after  the  end  of  the  second  paragraph  under  the  head¬ 
ing  “  Property  procured  by  purchase,”  add  “  He  will  indicate  on  the 
Form  939c  sent  to  the  property  auditor  all  articles  or  materials  enter¬ 
ing  into  the  maintenance  or  construction  of  permanent  improvements 
and  the  construction  of  any  equipment,  furniture,  or  furnishings.” 

Paragraph  3,  under  the  same  heading,  after  the  word  “  made,”  in 
line  1,  add  “  of  any  Form  5a  account.” 

On  page  33-A,  the  paragraph  under  “  Property  auditor’s  reports  ”  is 
amended  by  adding  after  the  word  “  water,”  in  line  4,  the  follow¬ 
ing  :  “  and  articles  entering  into  construction  and  maintenance  of  im¬ 
provements,  such  as  lumber,  doors,  windows,  telephone  and  fencing 
material,  and  hardware.”
